WASHINGTON (AP) _ Two 
big, tough labor disputes threat­ 
ening to tie up most of the na­ 
tion’s 
trucks and trains kept 
federal officials v/orking over­ 
time today . 
The trucking industry said it 
would shut down 1,500 major 
firms today if the Teamsters 
Union doesn’t halt a rash of hit- 
and-run strikes that has brought 
national contract negotiations to 
the brink of a blowup. 
Meanwhile, Undersecretary of 
Labor James J. Rey nolds wres­ 
tled with a scheduled six -union 
strike against 138 railroads nex t 
Wednesday . 
Unless averted, the two wage 
disputes covering 450,000 truck­ 
ing workers and 135,000 rail­ 
roaders could plunge the nation 
into its worst transportation cri­ 
sis. 
Chief federal 
mediator Wil­ 
liam E. Simkin reported prog­ 
ress 
but

prob­ 
lem s” in trucking talks after a 
week of almost round-the-clock 
bargaining and called for nego-! 
tiations to resume at 2 p.m. to- i 
day .

Vietnam Fades 
As Party issue 
In '68 Campaign 


HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — 
Michigan Gov. George Romney 
vows a Republican White House 
under his command would not 
y ield to Communist terms in 
Vietnam. Democrats said Rom- 
ney ’s position would lessen the 
war’s impact as a presidential 
campaign issue. 
Republican Sen. Thurston B. 
Morton of Kentucky said Rom­ 
ney spoke the view of an Ameri­ 
can majority — ‘ that we should 
follow the lead of the President” 
in the Asian conflict. 
The White House called the 
Michigan governor’s words “ a 
strong endorsement of the ad­ 
ministration’s position on Viet­ 
na m .” 
There was Romney criticism, 
too, but the White House dis­ 
missed that as “ a few partisan 
morsels. . .” 
For Romney , moving toward 
a bid for nomination to chal­ 
lenge President Johnson in 1968 , 
Friday night’s speech was a 
crucial precampaign test. His 
supporters were convinced he 
had passed. 
One 
influential 
Republican 
who 
privately 
has 
ex pressed 
misgivings about Romney said 
the governor had strengthened 
his political position. He said a 
specific position on the war was 
crucial 
to 
Romney ’s 
budding 
candidacy . 
The position Romney took: 
“ It is unthinkable that the 
United 
States 
withdraw 
from 
Vietnam. 
“ Our military effort must suc­ 
ceed. I believe that we must use 
military force as necessary to 
reduce or cut off the flow of 
men and supplies from North 
Vietnam, to knock out enemy 
main force units, and to provide 
a military shield for the south. 
W“ 
must 
give 
our 
gallant 
Fighting men our full support. 
" 
Romney unveiled his Vietnam 
policy before more than 500 per­ 
sons at a black-tie dinner cele­ 
brating the 150th anniversary of 
the Hartford Times. 
“ Basically , he comes out in 
full support of Ly ndon John­ 
son.” said Sen. Abraham Ribi- 
coff, D-Conn., w'ho was there. 
‘A few more statements like 
this and Vietnam cea ses to be a 
political issue. It seem s the Re­ 
publican party has accepted the 
position bf the Democratic party 
is the national position.” 
Romney criticized past John­ 
son decisions, said Congress has 
been by passed and charged that 
administration pronouncements 
on the war produced “ a rupture 
of trust” between the govern­ 
ment 
and 
the 
governor. 
He 
counseled 
against 
“ massive 
military 
escalation” 
and out­ 
lined a proposed future “ peace 
with 
amnesty ” 
for 
defeated 
Communists in South Vietnam.

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
and Sy ria charged each other 
with aggression after fighting 
the sharpest Middle East air 
battle 
since 
the 
Arab-Israeli 
war of 1948 Friday in a dispute 
over border farmland. 
Israel took its charges to the 
United Nations, but did not ask 
for specific action by the Securi­ 
ty Council. 
Israel claimed it shot down 
six Sy rian MIG21s in three dog­ 
fights. It said no Israeli Mirage 
fighters were lost, but one man 
was killed and one wounded in 
ground fighting with tanks and 
artillery . 
Sy ria claimed it downed five 
Israeli planes and killed at least 
70 Israelis, and acknowledged 
losing four of its own planes. It 
reported five dead and 
an un­ 
specified number injured. 
Israeli 
Ambassador 
Michael 
Comay sent a letter to Canadian 
Ambassador 
George 
Ignatieff, 
Security Council president, to 
inform 
him 
of

SAIGON (AP) — South Viet- 
nam proposed today a one-day 
cease-fire despite the threat of 
ex panded warfare in the demili­ 
tarized zone, and offered to dis­ 
cuss with North Vietnam tho 
possibility of a longer truce. 
With concurrence of the Unit­ 
ed States and her other allies, 
South Vietnam proposed a 24- 
hour truce for May 23, the birth­ 
day 
of 
Buddha. 
It 
proposed 
meeting 
representatives 
of 
North Vietnam in the demilita­ 
rized zone at the Ben Hai bridge 
to consider a possible ex tension. 
Ex panded fighting in the zone 
has been a matter of mounting 
concern. 
The 
U.S. 
mission 
disclosed 
that six nurses were evacuated 
from Hue, biggest city near the 
zone, 
and 
that 
preparations 
have been made to evacuate 
about 50 other American civil­ 
ians in the two northernmost 
provinces of South Vietnam.

the demilitarized zone.

of U. S. forces from France, his cav­ 
alier treatment of Britain’s efforts to 
join the Common Market and his ov­ 
ertures to the Soviet Union and Com­ 
munist China may disturb Washing­ 
ton and London. But De Gaulle’s coun­ 
trymen,are apparently satisfied.

Frenchmen,

instablity, are not eager to return to 
that era.

NEW YORK (AP) - God 
made the country., .man made 
the town., .but no one, not even 
the devil, seems willing to ac­ 
cept responsibility for the sub­ 
urbs. 
Like Topsy, they seem to have 
"just glowed. ” 
And they are still growing like 
mushrooms — or toadstools. 
America is well on Its way to 
creating one of tho world’s first 
suburban civilizatins. 
Some of my best friends live 
in suburbs, and for the life of 
me I can’t figure out why. Ev. 
erytime I visit them and return 
safely to the city I feel like kiss­ 
ing the first skyscraper I meet 
in gratitude. 
People throng here from all 
parts of the nation — from Osh­ 
kosh, Wis., Bygosh, Ga., Corn­ 
cob, Neb., and Big Heap, Mont. 
— to carve a career in the big 
city, the city "that has every­ 
thing." 
(hie out of three of them im­ 
mediately tries to rent a pad in 
Greenwich Village, hoping per­ 
haps for a little Bohemian re­ 


velry. But what do most of thqm 
do after they land a steady job? 
Move out to a suburb. 
lf a man works in Ole suburb 
where he lives, he can have a 
fine and happy life. He is proba­ 
bly a native there, and happy in 
its folkways. 
But if a man only uses a sub­ 
urb as a bedroom and a week­ 
end resort but still has to go to 
and from the city each day to 
earn his bread and butter, he is 
pilgrim in eternal shuttle, a 
prisoner of bus or railroad time­ 
tables. 
He is thrice enslaved — to his 
job, to his transit system, and to 
the inordinate demands of his 
little green and white castle 
cramped on a quarter acre plot 
in the suburbs. 
His home makes of him an 
unwilling 
carpenter, 
house 
painter, plumber and general 
all around unpaid hired man. I! 
anything breaks or goes wrong, 
he generally has to fix it him­ 
self. 
Although his aching muscles 
rebel, he must grow tomatoes in

end up costing him a dollar a 
tomato.

You would have to say 
so, especially when so little ac­ 
tion is needed to drown the 
sound of words such as these, 
all of which have been used to 
describe present economic con­ 
ditions: 
Slowdown,

downturn, shakeout. 
No fear in these soft words. 
All have been used in recent 
days and all may have their 
specific meanings. But some­ 
times, too, their use is meant to 
disguise. 
Long after a pause has deep­ 
ened into a recession, "pause"

remains In use. "Recession" is 
label, emotional, dangerous 
and easily remembered. Better 
to be ponderous: "A period of 
reduced general economic ac­ 
tivity," as Webster says it. 
A terrible fear is associated 
with Ole word, and not just be­ 
cause of chilling memories of 
bad days. To acknowledge the 
existence of a recession tends to 
assure its continuation. Fear 
breeds caution among those who 
should spend. 
The unmentionable word thus 
is something seen only in fore­ 
sight of retrospect. It belongs to 
the future or past but never to 
now. Forecasters use It and so 
do hisorians. And by the time it 
is history the danger is passed. 
Recent slowdowns, later iden­ 
tified as recessions, have been 
common, but not one person in 
IO can say when they occurred. 
Not that many read history. For 
the record: 1948-49, 1953-54, 1957- 
58, 1960-61.

When the larynx, 
or 
the 
voice box, is completely remov­ 
ed because of a cancer the en­ 
tire speech mechanism is sac- 
rifled. When a cancer of the 
larynx is recognized early the 
survival rate of this operation 
is extremely high. It is for this 
reason that health campaigns 
emphasize the fact that persis­ 
tent hoarseness is nature’s warn­ 
ing — one that must be heeded. 
After such an extensive opera­ 
tion a silver tube in the mid­ 
line of the neck permits the pa­ 
tient to breathe freely but does 
not aide him in speech. 
These courageous laryngecto- 
mized patients have learned how 
to speak with special training. 
Air ii swallowed and when it is 
expelled speech can be distinct 
and effective. Some people have 
developed remarkable strength 
to their "voice" and have even 
been able to lecture from a plat­ 
form. 
One of (he great kindesses 
of man to man occurs when 
members of the "laryngecto- 
mized club" visit depressed, new 
patients and buoy 
up 
their 
spirits by demonstrating their 
speaking prowess. 
Now there is a new operation 
which may bring near-normal 
speech to patients without a 
voice box. Dr. William W. Mont­ 
gomery at the Massachusetts 
Eye and Ear Infirmary in Bos­ 
ton has devised a complex two- 
stage operation which, even in 
its early stages, seems promis­ 
ing and hopeful. 
A special vibrating valve Is 
Inserted, bringing speech to an 
excellent level of volume almost 
immediately after the operation. 
Like all new operations this one 
will be refined and tried by 
many surgeons in order to bring 
good speech to the many who 
now survive this cancer opera­ 
tion. 


Viruses are sly little trouble­ 
makers who have consistently 
resisted drugs aimed at their 
destruction. The antibiotics, so 
effective against bacteria, have 
had little or no effect on vi­ 
ruses. 
It is for this reason that doc­ 
tors do not routinely prescribe 
the sulfa drugs and the 
anti­ 
biotics when they suspect that 
the virus is the cause of an in­ 
fection. 
Now there is hope that a new 


substance 
may be 
the long 
sought way to combat virus in­ 
fections. Interferon is a protein 
normally found in humans and 
animals that seems to 
hold 
promise to destroy some types 
of viruses. 
It has been found that when 
Interferon is processed after re­ 
moving it from one animal It 
can 
protect 
another animal 
against viruses. 
This remarkable substance, 
taken from the white blood cells, 
has already been used on ex­ 
tremely sick patients with viral 
diseases with startling results. 
Dr. Ernesto Falcoff, working at 
the St. Vincent de Paul Hospi 
tai in P a r i s , and Dr. Fred 
Wheelock, at Western Reserve 
University in Cleveland, are 
only two of many scientists who 
are studying Interferon, its pro­ 
duction and application against 
diseases. 
It is hoped that Interferon 
will eventually be part of the 
vast class of miracle drugs and 
that virus infections may soon 
be as well-ccntrolled as are bac­ 
terial infections.

MANNED SPACE CENTER, 
HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - The 
nation’s space agency, stalled in 
its efforts to land men on the 
moon, has more changes com­ 
ing at its management levels in 
an effort to recoup from the 
Apollo I tragedy. 
Two 
top-level 
management 
switches 
have 
already 
been 
made. And, James E. Webb, 
chief of the National Aeronaut­ 
ics and Space Administration, 
has indicated more might fol­ 
low. 
“We’re adjusting our strength 
in NASA to do the job at each 
major turn,” he told a news 
conference Thursday. “I think 
we do need to develop our 
strength toward the work of the 
future rather than to assume 
that what we did in the past is 
‘A OK.’ ” 
Webb said a realignment of 
the Apollo spacecraft office at 
the Manned Spacecraft Center 
this week was a result of “the 
conditions we face in NASA, 
including the situation which 
results from the accident.” 
NASA announced Wednesday 
that Dr. George Low, deputy 
director of the center, would 
replace Dr. Joseph F. Shea as 
manager of the Apollo space­ 
craft office, the key position at 
the center for the $23-billion 
man to the moon program. 
Effective Monday, Shea will 
become a deputy administrator 
in NASA’s office of maimed 
space flight in Washington. 
“I wouldn’t look at any of 
these things as a promotion or 
demotion,” Webb told newsmen. 
Webb said he did not think the 
final report of investigators that 
probed the Apollo I disaster 
would pinpoint the exact cause 
of the fire. 
Air Force Lt. Cols. Virgil L 
Grissom and Edward H. White 
II and Navy Lt. Cmdr. Roger B. 
Chaffee perished inside their 
spaceship Jan. 27 on a launch 
pad at Cape Kennedy, Fla. 
A board of review is due to 
make its final report to Webb 
Sunday, when its findings will 
be made public. Indications are 
that the board narrowed the 
probable cause down to four or 
five areas in the electrical sys­ 
tem with a broken wire or 
cracked insulation as among the 
most likely.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - A Ro­ 
man Catholic priest-author has 
called for a dramatic break in 
church tradition by permitting 
laymen to elect the Pope and 
bishops. 
The Rev. Joseph O’Donoghue 
of Washington proposed Friday 
that the Pope be elected to a 
single 10-year term and bishops 
to single eight-year terms. Fa-(, 
ther O’Donoghue is a member 
of the Priests Senate of the 
Washington Archdiocese. 
This could result, he said, in 
the election of younger men, 
adding, “The cardinals won’t 
elect a 40-year-old Pope now in 
the fear he may rule for 40 
more years.” 
The priest explained in an 
interview the election of high 
church officials would be “true 


r te the ideal” of early church 
history. 
It was the practice in the 
first 12 centuries that a bishop 
couldn’t take over without the 
approval of the clergy and the 
people.” he said. 
Earlier, Father O’Donoghue 
told the convention of the Na­ 
tional Council of Catholic Men 
that laymen and priests should 
be given greater freedom in 
charting church policy. 
Again, he called for wider use 
of elections.
